Lodge  closed  with  Prayer. 


RITUAL  OF  INTRODUCTION. 


The  preparation  of  the  candidate  is  to  take  place  in  the  ante-room,  as  follows: 
He  is  to  be  stripped  of  his  coat  and  vest,  and  his  left  arm  bared  to  the 
shoulder,  and  a  Blue  Riband  tied  round  that  arm  above  the  elbow.  All 
being  ready,  the  Candidate  shall  be  led  to  the  Lodge  Room  door,  when  a 
sudden  alarm  shall  be  made  by  the  Sponsors,  and  they  shall  knock. 

Master. — What  alarm  is  there ;    what  strangers  are  at  our 
gates? 

Tyler.— 

(Opening  the  door  and  communicating  with  those  without,)  asks — 

What  strangers  are  there  ? 

Sponsors. — Travellers  from  the  East,  hither  led  by  a  strange 
appearance  in  the  Heavens,  and  asking  that  the  mystery  may  be 
.  explained  to  them. 

lyier.— 

Repeats  this  announcement  to  the  Master. 
Master. — If  they  have  their  guides  and  sureties,  let  them  enter. 

The  door  is  then  opened,  and  Jthe  Candidate  (having  the  Bible  in  his  hand) 
shall  be  introduced  between  his  two  Sponsors,  each  bearing  in  his  hand 
an  Orange  Rod,  decorated  with  Blue  Riband,  and  one  carrying  also  the 
Bible,  the  Blue  Book  of  the  Lodge,  with  the  Obligation  thereon,  and 
open,  and  the  other  an  inkstand :  he  shall  then  be  conducted  to  the  side 
of  the  room,  and  then  East,  towards  the  Deputy  Master,  before  whom 
shall  be  burning  one  bright  light ;  and  before  the  Master  there  shall  be 

placed  eleven in  a  semi-circle,  and  also  one  .   placed  in  the 

centre  of  the  circle.     The  eleven are  not  to  be  lit  until  the 

Candidate  has  reached  the  Deputy  Master  ;   the  one  in  the  centre  is  not 
to  be  lighted. 

The  Chaplain  (or  Master)  thall  then  proceed  as  follows : 

"  Now  when  Jesus  was  bom  in  Bethlehem  of  Judea,  in  the 
-days  of  Herod  the  King,  behold  there  came  wise  men  from  the 
East  to  Jerusalem,  saying,  Where  is  he  that  is  born  King  of  the 
Jews  ?  for  we  have  seen  his  Star  in  the  East,  and  are  come  to 
worship  him.     And,  io,  the  star  which  they  saw  in  the  East  went 
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before  them,  till  Jt  came  and  stood  over  where  the  young  child 
was.  When  they  saw  the  Star,  they  rejoiced  with  exceeding 
great  joy.  And  when  they  were  come  into  the  house,  they  saw 
the  young  child  with  Mary  his  mother,  and  fell  down  and  wor- 
shipped him  :  and  when  they  had  opened  their  treasures,  ther 
presented  unto  him  gifts;  gold,  and  frankincense  and  myrrh."— 
Matty  c.  u.,  V.  I,  2,  9,  10,  II. 

Here  the  Candidate  pays  his  Initiation  Fee.

Master  saying  to  him  :

The  Candidate  kneels  (his  hands  on  the  Bible.)  The  Chaplain  (or  Master) 
shallsay  :  "Letuspray."  All  kneeling.

and  Blue. 
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The  Candidate  shall  then  rise  up,  and  the  Chaplain  (or  Master)  shall  read:

I  congratulate  you  upon  your  admission  to  this  Order,  because 
It  calls  upon  you  for  the  exercise  of  greater  activity  and  a  nobler 
zeal.  It  is  to  prove  to  you  a  beacon  of  light;  to  keep  your 
passions  and  prejudices  under  proper  subjection. 

The  bearing  of  the  Order  is  to  bring  your  mind  to  the  con- 
sideration of  Eternity.  It  is  to  prove  to  you  by  the  Star  in  the 
Jiast,  the  course  of  which  was  arrested  over  Bethlehem,  how 
small  beginniiigs  can,  by  the  decree  of  an  All-wise  Providence, 
nave  great  and  glorious  terminations.  It  is  to  teach  you  the 
duty  of  being  satisfied  with  your  lot,  when  you  remember  your 
baviours  nativity  and  hi,;  high  destination.  Reflect  that,  however 
humble  your  lot  howeve-  unpolished  your  habits,  by  a  constant 
lite  of  virtue  and  faith,  by  industry  and  religious  zeal,  you  may 
arrive  at  as  near  a  state  of  .perfection  as  sinful  man  can  expect 
to  attain.  ^ 

It  now  becomes  your  duty  narrowly  to  watch  your  Brethren 
You  are  mildly  to  correct  their  errors,  and  to  remonstrate  with 
them  on  their  approach  to  any  evil  action,  and  thus  prove  to 
them  the  worth  and  value  of  your  exalted  station.  You  must  at 
all  times  exert  yourself  to  keep  our  glorious  Institution  from 
harm,  and  not  to  allow  the  precincts  of  the  Star  to  be  desecrated. 
i>y  your  submission  to  your  seniors,  you  will  convince  your 
mferiors  of  their  duty  to  do  likewise;  and  although  you  are

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relieved,  yet  by  the  virtue  of  that  brilliant  guide,  which  you  have 
asumed,  you  must  feel  that  your  benevolence  should  be  uni- 
versal.
